following characteristics also— 

(i) it Is not lighter In colour than a solution with the following com¬ 
position : — 

Quarter normal aqueous solution of— 

(a) Ferric Chloride (FeCl a 6H,0) 

(b) Cobaltous Chloride (CoCl, 6H,0) 

(c) Copper Sulphate (CuSo, 5 H„ 0 )

( 11 ) It has a flashing point below one hundred and fifty degrees of 
Fahrenheit’s thermometer; or

(v) it has a pour point of fifty-five degrees of Fahrenheit’s thermometer 
or above when tested by the method I.P/15/55 prescribed by the 
Institute of Petroleum Technologists. London, for the determina¬ 
tion of pour point of mineral oils; or possesses ,a viscosity of less 
than 27 seconds by Redwood I Viscometer at 100 degrees of 
Fahrenheit’s thermometer and has diesel Index of less than 40 as 
determined by the method prescribed in the Indian Standard.
